' A &2 on a train^ mission over ^uth Dakota 
hit by a lightning bolt last wei^ damaging its 
wing surfaces, the Air Force announced Thursday. 
It said a B-2 had never been hit by Ughtning. 

The S2 billion, bat-viinged plane, assigned to the 
S09th Bomb Wing at Whiteman Air Force Base, 
Mo,, flew safely back to Whiteman after the May 
24 incident, the Air Force said. 

It did not' describe the extent or nature of dam- 
age but sold the lightning affected the plane’s wing 
surfaces,, which are made of specialized materials 
that enable the plane to absorb or deflect radar' 
signals and thus avoid detection. 

The B-2 crew recalled seeing a flash of light os 
the plane climbed out of a low-level training pat- 


tern over South Dakota. Clouds hung at about 
10,(X)0 feel, but thunderstorms had not been re- 
ported in the urea at the time, the Air Force said. 

AH the aircraft’s systems and flight controls 

orked normally through the nine-hour flight, the 
statement said. A team of cnginveis including offi- 
cials from Northrop Grumman Corp., the B-2’s 
builder, ore ins|>eciing the plane. 

The Air Force said it bos no cost estimate yet for 
repairing the damage. 

Test flights of the B-2 fleet were suspended for 
several days this month after cracks were discov- 
ered in a clamp connecting the engine to ■ 

tailpipes. 

The first B-2 entered service at \Vhiteman in De- 
cember 1993. The planes are to complete their test 
flights and be dediuYid operational in the spring of

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ozone- 
destroying chemicals ore declining 
in the atmosphere for the first 
time, according to researchers who 
say that means the ozone hole high 
above the Earth could start closu^ 
within 10 years. 

~Th|S is the very beginning of a 
change." said Stephen A. Monti- 
ka. a National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration scientist. 
"This is the first step toward the 
goal of closing the ozone hole."

GOP panel OKs spending bill, 
signaling a willingness to deal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a sig- 
nal that Republicans will ab.andon 
their hard-edged confrontational 
course of a year ago, a House sub- 
committee approved the first 
major spending bill for 1997 on 
Thursday. 

It ea.ses last year's cuts in envi- 
ronmental and other domestic pro- 
gryn-s. 

•^We’re not about tearing pro- 
grams apart or (caring the hcan 
out of progranw" said Rep. Jerty* 
•Lewis, R-Calif.. after his House 
Appropriations subcommittee 
approved on a \-oicc wte 5633 bil- 
lion for housing, veterans, eni-iron- 
mental and other programs. 

Last year, the initial version of 
(he bill became a political night- 
mare for Republicans when it 
slashed some anti-pollution pro- 
grams and weakened the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency's ability to enforce clean 
water and other environmental 
laws. Under attack by President 
Clinton for extremism, the GOP 
eventually retreated on many of 
those fronts — but only after two 
federal shutdowns that polls 
showed bruised Republicans even 
funher. 

This year’s bill contains no leg- 
islative restriaions on EPA. It con- 


tains $1 billion more overall than 
was provided for 1996, and 
Republicans said they expected 
even more money once House- 
Senate budget bargainers iigrce lo 
compromise spending figures for 
next year. 

' And while last year they tried 
killi{ig (he national sen-ice pro- 
gram. one of Clinton's prized ini- 
tiati%-es, they provide $362 million 
for 1997 — still about one-third 
less than (he president wants, but 
enough to make a veto battle less 
likely. 

The bill goes to the full commit- 
tee next month. The Senate has 
yet to write its own version. 

' The bill would provide nearly 
$6.5 billion for EPA, about $65 
million less than this year and 
$600 million less than Clinton 
wants. Politically sensitive pro- 
grams like Supcrftmd toxic waste 
cleanups and environmental 
enforcement would get a bit less 
than a >-car ago, but nowhere near 
the cuts Republicans proposed 
then. 

The Department of Veterans 
Affairs ivould get almost $18.6 bil- 
lion, ^00 million more than this 
year and $300 million less than 
Clinton proposed. This would 
include a $200 million inovase for 


veteranjs’ healthcare. 

'The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development would 
receive $19.8 billion, $700 million 
mure than this year but $2-bilIion 
below the president's request. 
Housing for the elderly would get 
dose to Clinton's prxipos^d. but the 
bill would provide $300 million 
less than Clinton wants for the 
homeless.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A reli- 
gion expert who criticized FBI 
negotiations in the Waco. Te.xas, 
siege has been called in by the 
bureau for help in tr>*ing to bring 
an end to the two-momh-old stand- 
off with anri-govemment Freemen 
in Montana. 

.After several prominent conserv- 
ative figures failed to talk the 
Freemen into surrendering, FBI 
officials summoned Philip Arnold 
of the Reunion Institute, a reli- 
gious think tank in Houston. 

"He’s been talking with negotia- 
tors and the purpose is to have h^ 
talk to the Freemen if that seems 
useful," Justice Department 
spokesman Carl Stern said 
liiursdiiy. 

•Arnold is the first outside reli- 
gion expert brought to the 
Montana standoff by the FBI, said 
another senior official, who • 
requested anonymity. But the 
bureau earlier consulted' outside 
religion specialists and its own 
behavior experts, who have stud- 
ied religious sects since the 1993 
Waco siege ended in scores of 
deaths, the official said. 

.Arnold was brought in because 
the Freemen have made several 
references to religion during the 
negotiations, this official said. 

Earlier this month, one of the 
frustrated outside negotiators in 
Montana, former Green Beret Col. 
James "Bo" Gritz, said the 
Freemen "have had communica- 
tions with God — Yahweh," and 
have vowed not to leave their 
ranch unless their demands are 
met.

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Town races to build water pipeline 


EDGEWOOD, Texas (AP) — 
Finis Skinner knows he might not 
see another term as mayor if the 
men working up the road lose the 
race. 

“We’II be up a creek — a dry 
creek," the 7ft-j*ear-old said. 

Skinner is staking his political 
future on the men who are racing 
to build a pipeline (o bring water 
to Edgewood from Lake 
Tawakoni, some 10 miles away. 
’They hare maybe 30 days to fini^ 
the job before this East Texas 
town of 1,284 people runs out of 
water. If that happens. Skinner * 
said, "I don't know what w*e’U do." 

Edgewood currently gets its 
water from a smaller, manmade 
lake north of tow*n that is normallv 
replenished by the rain. But the 
drought parching much of Texas 
has dropped the water level from 
its usual 15 feet to just 3. 


For years, Edgewood couldn’t 
afford to build a pipeline. But 
when the drought came, the town 
became eligible for an emergency- 
grant. It put in an application 
Tuesday and began construction 
the same day. The race was on. 

The mayor said the contractor 
has told him he could finish the 
5750,000 project in three we^cs. 

In the meantime, the town has 
banned all outside water use. No 
lam watering. No filling of swim- 
ming pools. No kids frolicking 
through sprinklers. 

The recent run of 90-plu$-degree 
heat has sent children lining up 
each day down at Bob’s Sno Cone 
stand. The car wash shut down 
Monday. People have been asked 
to place bricks in their toilets so 
ch^ use less water, and business- 
es are donating bottled w*ater. 

For his part, Skinner has been 


hauling his laundry eight miles 
west to Wills Point. 

The area has received less than 
14 inches of rain since August, not 
e\*en half the usual amount. 

Fortunately, the city has been 
pa\*ing since the 1950s’ to reserve 
the right to pump water from 
Lake Taw-akoni. “We’ve been 
paying S1.S96 a month for the 
rights." Skinner said. “I'm glad 
we didn’t drop it," 

The pipeline is being built by 
Brystar Contracting Inc. of 
Beaumont. Spokesman Byrah 
Phelps said he w*il) have 15 men 
working day and night by the end 
of the week to by the 52,500 feet 
of lO-inch pipe. 

Edgewood, 60 miles east of 
Dallas, is bisected by the Union 
Pacific rail line, with shops and 
homes clustered on a couple of 
streets.

Snake cleanup plan deadline nears

TWIN FALLS - State water qu^cy offi- 
cials are working toward a June 15 dead- 
line to complete a cleanup plan for the 
Middle Snake River, but not everyone 
agrees with the state's data on water pol- 
lution during months when fanners arc 
-idle. . . 

The data gap could be filled by the U-S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, which 
recently landed a grant for more study of 
the Mid-Snake. The size of the grant 
hasn‘(''bccn deiermincd. but it will be in 
the $130,000 to $250,000 range, said 
Leigh Woodruff, an enrironmentri scien- 


tist with the EPA in Boise. - 

“We’re really pleased to finally get 
some real money to spend down here." 
Woodruff said. He spoke at a We^esday 
night meeting in Twin Falls attended by 
more than SO people interested in the 
Middle Snake cleanup process. 

WoodrufFs news was, well received, but 
listeners told a state water quality spe- 
cialist that some of his data on poUutiun . 
loads entering the Snake was little shon 
of speculation. 

Don Essig. of the state’s Division of 
Environmental Quality in Boise, shared 
sampling data he’s compiled on the 
amounts of pollution entering the Mid- 
Snake from its major tributaries. The trib- 


utaries include the East Perrine Coulee, 
Rock Creek. Cedar Draw. Mud Creek. 
Deep Creek and Salmon Falls Creek. 

Essig’.s 1992-95 data was broken into 
average daily amounts of pollution enter- 
ing the river during the irrigation season 
- and daily loads entering during the rest 
of the year. The irrigation season is 
roughly defined as April through 
October. 

Essig was the first to concede that liis 
rest-of-tho-year data came from a couple 
of siimples taken immediately before the 
irrigation season and another (.'ouplc 
jftenvard. 

Mike Traben. water superintendent for 
the city of Twin Fails, cautioned that fimr 


samples during the non irrigation season 
aren’t enough to calculate, average daily 
load figures over a 180-day sTian. Charles 
Brockway. a KimlH-rly-based University 
of Idaho hydrologist, shared Trabert’s 
skepticism. 

“If the data doesn't support it. yoii 
shouldn't do it." he told Essig. “It dot-sn’t 
hold up." 

Criticism aside. Essig's data ponrayed 
KtHtk Creek a.s by far the foulest tributary 
to the Middle Snake. The creek, which 
cuts through the city of Txvin Falls, 
topped every pollution index - incfudlng 
.tmmonia and other forms of nitrogen,

California 
condor 
hatches 
in Idaho 

BOISE (AP) — A California 
condor has been hatched at 
the World Center for Birds of 
Prey, tlie first time one of the 
rare birds has been hatched 
outside California in 60 
>*ears. 

“We had been looking for- 
ward to this day," Bill 
Burnham, president of The 
Peregrine I^md, based at the 
center, said Wednesday, “It's 
a great event." 

Biologists have not been 
able to see much of the 7- 
ounce chick, which they 
believe hatched late 
Wednesday morning in the 
condors’ outdoor pen. 

“It being a cool day out, the 
parents are very attentive," 
Burnham said. 

California condors, with 
wingspans up to 9 1/2 feet, 
are on the verge of extinc- 
tion. After their population 
fell to n birds, the U5. Fish 
and Wildlife ^rvice inter- 
vened in 1987- and captured 
the remaining condors from 
the mountains above Los 
Angeles. 

Since then, the captive 
population has grown to 
obout 120 birds — including 
20 at the center south of 
Boise. The majority are in 
two California zoos. Last 
year, l7 condors were 
released into the wild near 
Los Angeles.

IDAHO FALL6 (AP) — Human remains 
believed to be ^ancient residents have 
been discovered at the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory. 

The bones were found on May 12 by a 
shift superintendent at the Waste 
Experimental Reduction Facility who was 
checking the stormwater drainage pond. 

Found were the remains of alMut a dozen 
people, mainly limbs and vertebrae. They 
have been removed from the site. 

Government and Shoshone-Bannock trib- 
al officials have been meeting to determine 
the best course of action. Lockheed Martin 
Idaho Technologies paleontologist Sue 
Miller and Claston Marler in the company’s 
cultural management office examined the 


find and determined the items were 
human. 

Also present was a tribal archaeologist. 

“There is not enough eridence to deter- 
mine the ethnicity of the remains,” Miller 
said. “It is not (wssible at this time to deter- 
mine how old the human remains are, if 
they are Native American or if they were 
imported from soil fill from another area. 

“.Additional tests on the remains them- 
selves and an archaeological test excava- 
tion may help to answer some of these 
questions. But at this time, there are no 
firm plans for completing any of these 
investigations. 

“These human remains are evidence of 
pro- or post-occupation at the INEL and 


the treatment of these remains are cultur- 
ally important regardlless of their ethnici- 
ty.” 

If they are Indian, the U.S. Depanment 
of Energy would work tvith the tribes, as 
prorided by law. 

If they are not. local authoritic.s and the 
State Historic Preservation Office will be 
responsible for the find. 

It is the second such discovery at the 
INEL. Two years ago, human remains were 
found in the same general area. 

Test results indicated they were Indian. 

The workers know about the archaeologi- 
cal possibilities there and arc cautious 
about disturbing the ground.

UCLA Family Planning 
Center, women take the pill for a 
variety of reasons, and in much 
lower doses than they did years 
ago when birth control pills caused 
significant side effects for some 
women. 

Today, many doctors follow the 
-th^ry-thai-if-one-takes-the-pill— 
/oi^ enough, it may reduce the 
risk of ovarian cancer. The pUl also 
helps to regulate menstrual peri- 
ods. reduces or eliminates severe 
menstrual cramps (dysmenor- 
rhea), and reduces severe bleed- 
ing. 

Although prenatal vitamins are 
most frequently prescribed for 
pregnant women, some physicians 
proscribe them for patients who 
are not pregnant, .md later switch 
the patient to regular iron supple- 
ments.

No one will ever accuse Dennis 
Rodman of being your average, 
run-of-(l\e-mill athlete. He likes 
women’s clothes, thinks about sex 
with a man and wants to play his 
final basketball gome naked. 

Yet the Chicago Bulls’ fonvard 
has stepped up his game as the 
ultimate bad boy in a very enter- 
taining basketball biography, "Bad 
As I Wanna Be." (Delacorte, 
S22.95). 

"All of this has to do with my 
personality,” he says of hi.s anti- 
hero persona. “They don't think 
I’m the right kind of family man or 
role model or locker room. leader. 

"'■There’s something in that I don’t 
understand. 1 thought all along I 
was a basketball player." 

Like it or not, Rodmiui Is a mar- 
quee attraction. He plays with 
reckless abandon and leads the 
.NBA in rebounding. 

"Bad As 1 Want to Be” takes the 
reader on a fast-break puce. The 
book talks about sex (Rodman’s 
had his share), drugs (he always 
.s;iys ”no”) jind.rock ’n’ roll (he's a 
fan of Pearl Jam). He claims he's 
slept with Madonna. 



But the biography also offers u 
revealing glimpse i.nto one of 
sport's most controversial, and 
arguably bizarre, personalities. 

On the court, Rodman is a war- 
rior who wants respect and the 
salary that comes with playing 
gtxxl basketball.

“I see Chris Dudley. Derrick 
Coleman, Dale Davis and Anthony 
hfoson making huge money, and I 
see injustice,” Rodman writes. 
“Who buys a ticket to see those 
gu>-s play?” 

Off the court, Rodman worries 
that he may never be close to his 
daughter, Alexis. For a macho ath- 
lete. thcre’.s even an admission of 
inadequacy when he talks about 
his affair with Madonna. 

‘T still have feelings for her,” 
Rodman says. “1 still think back to 
things she said, the way she felt 
about certain people, and some- 
times I wish 1 would have done 
more to make it work.” 

The book starts three years ago, 
when a despondent Rodman con- 
sidered killing himself, and ends 
on an upbeat note two years later 
with his pla>inig for the Bulls. 

In between there arc revelations, 
about pain, sexual fantasies and 
unisex clothing. 1'herc's a lot about 
basketball, too, from an all-star 
who still remembers making $6.50 
an hour as a janitor working the 
graveyard, shift at Dallas-Fort 
Wonh International Airport. 


“There’s only one thing tha't 
. shocks me: Pm sdU here,” he says 
of his career in the NBA. “I was 
shocked that I got here, and Pm 
shocked that Pm still here.” 

Like its author, “Bad As I.Wonna 
Be” is, well, different and at times 
just plain outrageous. 

First, the book’s jacket is graced 
with nude pictures of Rodman. 
Tastefully done, maybe, but most 
fans still prefer their hoop heroes 
in shorts and jerseys. 

Once inside, the reader may be 
jarred by the different type sizes 
Rodman uses to make his points. 
The text is laced with profanity 
and can be harsh, particularly if 
you’re a fan of David Robinson and 
the San Antonio Spurs. 

Still, “&d As I Wanna Be,” like 
other bc^ks of its genre, mokes one 
thing^jny dear Rodman loves the 
game arid in his eccentric way 
.ivants the recognition for his work 
on the court. 

“For five ^ars, Pve fell like the 
best prostitute in a high-class 
whorehouse,” he says of his NBA 
career. “Pm the one who brings the 
house all the johns and all the 
money, but every year it’s the 
same: All the other girls get paid 
more than I do.”

^Runaway Jury’: Lower-case Grisham 


It is midmoming in California, 
and Terry McAtillon is supposed 
to be enjoying a little R&R from 
the publicity tour promoting her 
sizzling new best seller, “How 
Stella Got Her Groove Back.”

Is there anything more boring 
than jury duty? Is anynhing worse 
than seeing that summons 
between solicitations for a new 
Visa c;u‘d? 

We register to vote because it’s 
our civic duty, but we sure do 
groan when the couns come call- 
ing. 

.And there’s the basic problem 
■~tvirh — John — Grisham’s — “The' 
Runaway Jury” (Doubleday. 
526.95). It’s an expose of some- 
thing familiar but not quite exdt- 
ing. WTtat goes on with a jury can 
be fascinating — insert snarky 
crack at O.J. trial here — but 
inserting excitement and tension 
into psychological intrigue isn't os 
eas\- as rewing up a go^ old-fash- 
ioned chase story. 

And while Grisham may not be 
the finest vrordsmith.'he has ma.s- 
tcred the chase genre and general- 
ly serves up an engaging tale. .-Vsk 
any traveler; there’s little better to 
read on an airplane than “The 
Firm.” 

But something is wrong here. 
"The Runaway Jury” offers little 
of the me-against-the-world appe;U 
of "A Time to Kill” or “The 
Rainmaker” and none of the catch- 



me-if-you-can escapism of "The 
Firm” Jr "The Pelican Brief.” It's 
almost as if Grisham is more inter- 
ested in making some high-minded, 
point rather than in reeling in 
readers. Hey. folks: sometimes 
unethical people try. to bribe 
juries! Especially in litigation 
where lois of money is at stake! 
Shocking, it’s not. 

The case that lies at the heart of

the book, set in Biloxi. Miss., is a 
topical one. On one side is a dead 
smoker, Jacob Wood, and his 
widow Celeste; on the other, 
Pynex, one of four big tobacco 
companies peddling lung cancer. 
The jury’s task is to decide if ciga- 
rettes caused the man’s death and, 
if so, how much his widow should 
_collect. The com pa nies can ’t af ford 
to lose the caseTbecause If one 
smoker sues, well, everybody else 
with a hacking cough and a grudge 
will sue. loo. 

Thrown into the mix are 
Nicholas Easter, a juror with a 
sketchy past who may or may not 
have scamrned his way onto the 
jury; the tobacco companies’ 
Rankin Fitch, who hasn’t met a 
jury he can't rig, and the mysteri- 
ous Marlee. who offers Fitch a deal 
to deliver the verdict of his 
dreams. For a price, of course. 

This could make for a com- 
pelling puzzle, but cumbersome 
courtroom details drag down the 
storj’. Everj- step of the process is 
detailed: every boring witness 
drones on unimaginably. When 
testimony drags, and the jurors* 
eyes glaze over, so do the reader’s. 
It's obvious Grisham knows that 


not all courtroom happenings are 
dramatic. The crick is to show that 
and still keep his audience's inter- 
est, but chat doesn’t happen. When 
Grisham writes, “things quickly 
became monotonous” on page 35, 
he's right. 

Fitch and his minions don’t 
move quite so slowly. They’re 
already working on the jurors 
before the final 12 are chosen. The 
tactics they use aren’t particularly 
fascinating or frighten ing. On e 
juror might lose a promb^tion. A'* 
juror’s husband fears FBI agents 
will throw him in jail if he can't 
persuade his wife to >‘ote the right 
way. (Question: Why doesn't he 
just make a few phone calk — the 
agents are fakes. Or better yet, 
how about colling a lawyer?) 

Cardboard characters abound, 
which isn’t necessarily a problem, 
but you never really care what hap- 
pens to anyone here. Lawyers on 
both sides are sleazy. Even the 
smoker’s widow isn't grieving; she’s 
getting ready to remarry. Easter is 
about as dose as Grisham gets to a 
sympathetic character, and — in 
one of his book’s stronger points — 
it’s never apparent until the end 
which side the guy is really on. 
He’s an enigma, and while Hguring 
out his motives may be interesting, 
there’s not much cl^ to him.

Americans have been investing an average 
of 1 1 j’ears, mostly for their retirement. 

A little more than half have money in mutu- 
al funds or indi\idual stocks. 

Two-fifths own bonds. 

Their nest egg, after all 
that lime, is about 533,000. 

Not bad. but far from rich. 

They seem like pretty ordi- 
nary folks to me, doing their 
best to plan for the future. 

Trouble is, most don't 
know what thej* arc doing. 

Yet another report on 
Americans' lack of financial 
knowledge came out recent- 
ly, this one by the non profit 
Investor Protection Trust of 
Arlington. Va. 

What that sur\'cy found: 

Just 18 percent of American 
investors are “financially lit- 
erate," able to answer at 
least seven of eight very 
basic questions about investing. 

And these are people with their money and 
that of their families at stake, the “financial 
decision makers" in their homes. 

At least something good is coming our of this 
first “Ins'estor Knowl^ge Sun-ey" released by 
the trust. A major national consumer group is 
joining the fight for financial literacy. 

“I concluded that over the years the con- 
sumer movement has ignored these issues 
mostly because they have been s4ewed as rich 
people’s issues." said Barbara Roper, director 
of investor protection for the Consumer 
Federation of America. “But this simply has 
got to change. 

"To det-ote huge amounts of energ.v to tell 
people how to find the best camcorder <»r VCR 


and ignttrv how to choose a mutual fund ur cre- 
ate an investment plan doesn't make much 
sense today. These arc some of the most tmpor- 
lani financial deciuons people will make." 

But they are making them without the facts. 
The surs'cy found most American investors 
don't-know that all mutual funds. load or n(>- 
load, charge management 
fees, or that the price of 
bonds goes down when 
interest rates go up. 

That's a fundamental con- 
cept of bond investing, that 
prices go the opposite direc- 
tion of interest rates. Vet 
even among people who own 
bonds, 58 percent did not 
know. 

That’s scary, folks. Many 
novice investors suffered 
heavy losses in what they 
thou^t were “safe" govern- 
ment bond mutual funds 
when interest rates rose 
sharply in 1994. I know 
because I got flooded with 
mail from them at the time, 
and know some of them personally. 

What to do? The federation and the Investor 
Protection Trust will work together to put 
together an educational campaign on basic 
invx-sting. That's all to the good but it doesn't 
absolve any of us from taking charge of our 
ow*n financia] destiny. 

“The key question is, how best can people 
educate ihemseh'es?" said Mark Griffin, a 
trustee of the Investor Protection Trust and 
director of the Sccuriries Division of the Utah 
Department of Commerce. ‘ 

“First is recognizing that there is a big need 
in this area, that we are no longer going to be 
itiken care of in our financial lives. Many peo-

Low inflation still poses problems for retirement

NEW YORK — Even at its recent knv 
levels, inflation remains a seriou-s wtury 
for anybody living in. or planning for. 
retirement. 

The latest figures from the government 
on consumer prices show inflation run- 
ning in the 2.5 percent to 3 percent per- 
year range, far below its peak double- 
digit les'els of the 1970s and early 1980s. 

Most economists believe a revival of 
strong inflationary pres.surcs isn’t likely 
any time soon, and the Federal Reserve 
Board's long campaign to get inflation 


under control is widely considered an 
exemplary- succevs. 

Bui even at 3 percent a )‘car. inflation 
can inflict serious damage over time on 
any financial plan fur retirement that 
deiwnds hcaxily on fixed dollar amounts 
of income. 

In fact, with the power of compound- 
ing. inflation's threat to retirees' financial 
well-being has multiplied as life 
expectancies have increased in recent 
years. 

"On average, today's 63-year-old man 
can expect to live until age 80. while a 
woman can e.vpect to reach age 84," says 


the Chicago-based mutual fund man.ige- 
ment firm of Stein Roe i: Farnham. 
“With medical advances, life oxiH'Ctan- 
cies will most likely ctmtimie to rise 

"As a rc'sult, prudent retin.‘ment plan- 
ning means investing to mi-et your finan- 
cial needs for 20. 30. even 40 years after 
>uu retire." 

If inflation continues .nt .1 percent a 
s-ear, it would cut the purchasing |x>wer 
of a dollar in half in 24 years. Should it 
avenikv'B peaeiit a year, a dollar wxiuld 
lose half its purchasing {xmer in just 12 
years.

ABC. to its enduring 
credic, stood tan under Gie 
and let producers ta eators 
Steven Bochoo and David 
Mildi and their 
their way through the in- 
evitable learning process 
that accompanies the start 
of any new show. 

Eventually, the oeattve 
team found a comfortable 
stiaytellmg riiydim. a fine 


balance between plot and 
character and between 
characters’ personal and 
professional lives and an 
aKcptable mix of tradi- 
tional cop-show elements 
and the occasional use of 
work-place/street lan- 
guage and partial nudity. 

The result is a show with 
an expansive curiosity 
about the capacities of 
penile for good, evi prej- 
udice and understanding 
and tolerance.
